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A  Win-Win  For  Glen  Canyon 
Park  Users:  Part  2

What  a  difference!  Last  summer  150  cars  drove  into  Glen  Canyon  every 
day  to  deliver  children  to  Silver  Tree  Day  Camp,  endangering  the  children's 
safety  and  spewing  dust  and  rocks  onto  pedestrian  park  users.  This  year  the 
150  cars  are  no  longer  driving  into  the  Canyon.  Instead,  three  Muni  buses 
bring  children  from  neighborhoods  that  were  not  served  last  year  and  quietly 
and  easily  slip  onto  Alms  Path,  where  they  drive  up  and  drop  the  children 
halfway  to  the  Silver  Tree  building.  After  the  buses  deliver  the  children  and 
leave,  the  gates  are  closed  during  the  day  to  unauthorized  vehicles. 

Children  who  are 
driven  by  their 
parents  to  the  day 
camp  can  be 
dropped  off  at  the 
entrance  to  Alms 
Path  at  Elk  Street, 
where  counselors 
escort  them  safely  to 
the  building.  Linda 
Ma.  the  person  in 

charge  of  the  day  camp,  arranged  to  have  a  passenger 
loading  zone  identified  on  the  curb  across  Elk  Street  so  parents  can  park  and 
walk  their  children  to  the  park,  making  the  entire  process  easy  and 
convenient  for  parents. 
Some  parents  choose  to  walk  with  their  children  to  the  camp,  a  walk  during 

which  they  can  spend 
some  quiet  time 
watching  for  the 
hawk  family, 
checking  out  the 
ripeness  of  the 
blackberries  or 
patting  a  friendly  dog 
on  leash. 

These  changes  have

positive  responses  from  park  users.  Everyone  is  less  stressed.  Parents  find  it 

easier  to  drop  children  off  at  the  gate  with  the  counselors.  This  saves  them 

time  and  energy.  Children  and  staff  are  less  stressed  because  there  are  no 

more  speeding  automobiles  endangering  their  safety.  And,  certainly,  the  flora 

and  fauna  must  be  happy  to  be  protected  from  the  degradation  and 

destruction  of  all  those  cars. 

This  year,  because  the  buses  are  available  to  pick  up  children,  the  Silver 

Tree  Day  Camp  Program  has  a  more  diverse  group  of  children.  Their

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UPDATE  ON 
UNDERGROUNDING 

-HalJordylll 

In  the  Spring  issue,  we  solicited  interest  in  undergrounding  wires  in 
the  Glen  Park  neighborhood.  Encouraged  by  the  response,  we've 
contacted  the  City  for  detailed  information  regarding  the  program.  Not 
everything  in  this  article  represents  an  official  City  position,  although 
much  of  the  information  is  taken  from  City  documents.  Please  read  on, 
and  let  us  know  what  you  think. 

If  you  are  interested  in  having  the  utility  wires  in  your  neighborhood 
placed  underground,  please  call  Hal  Jordy  at  469-9384  and  leave  a 
message  with  your  name,  phone  number  and  address  so  we  can  keep  you 
informed  if  we  move  forward  toward  the  petition  stage. 

WH  AT  IT  IS  AND  WHY  DO  IT 

Utility  undergrounding  involves  the  removal  of  overhead  wires  and 
poles  and  the  placement  of  these  wires  under  the  street  and/or  sidewalk. 
The  advantages  of  undergrounding  include: 

-  the  removal  of  unsightly  wires  and  poles  from  the  neighborhood, 

-  the  enhancement  of  views  (which  many  of  us  on  the  hills  in  Glen  Park 
have). 

-  increased  property  value, 

-  increased  safety  in  the  case  of  storms  and  earthquakes  that  might 
cause  wires  to  fall, 

-  removal  of  the  height  restriction  on  a  lot  of  the  neighborhood  trees, 

-  potential  reduction  in  EMF  exposure  (for  those  of  us  with  power 
wires  just  a  few  feet  from  our  bedroom  windows). 

Some  notable  disadvantages  are: 

-  the  cost  to  property  owners  (approximately  $2,500  -  4,000  per  single 
family  dwelling), 

-  living  with  torn-up  streets  while  the  project  is  underway, 

-  your  neighbor  across  the  street  may  have  a  tree  that  now  can  grow  to 
block  your  view  in  ways  it  never  could  before. 

HOW  THE  PROGRAM  WORKS 

Utility  companies  have  allocated  funds  for  their  portion  of  pole 
removal  and  undergrounding  of  their  utility  wires.  Street  lighting  in 
underground  districts  is  the  responsibility  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 
However,  City  funding  is  not  currently  available  for  the  street  lighting 
portion  of  the  undergrounding  process. 

Funding  for  the  street  lighting  may  be  obtained  through  the  formation 
of  an  assessment  district.  Property  owners  in  the  district  pay  for  a  new 
street  lighting  system  on  their  streets. 

To  form  an  underground  assessment  district,  owners  of  60  percent  of 

the  property  within  the  district  must  sign  the  petition  to  do  so.  The  percent 

is  calculated  based  on  the  assessed  footage  (linear  feet  fronting  on  the 

street)  of  all  parcels  in  the  proposed  district. 

An  assessment  district  must  comprise  a  minimum  of  four  contiguous

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blocks  (both  sides  of  the  street  ).  These  blocks  can  be  in  a  straight  line  or 
any  other  formation,  as  long  as  they  are  contiguous. 

There  is  now  an  eight-year  waiting  list  for  neighborhoods  that  have 
petitioned  for  the  undergrounding.  This  time  estimate  is  based  on  the 
current  rate  of  undergrounding,  but  the  rate  has  been  accelerating  each 
year,  so  the  actual  wait  may  be  closer  to  five  years. 

The  program  is  primarily  "first  come,  first  served."  So  the  sooner  a 
neighborhood  can  file  petitions  to  have  the  work  done,  the  better.  The 
City  does  shuffle  the  order  of  undergrounding  somewhat  to  provide  the 
most  good  to  the  most  people.  In  other  words,  if  undergrounding  the 
wires  will  benefit  more  than  just  the  property  owners,  the  project  may 
have  a  chance  of  moving  up  on  the  list.  Parks  and  pedestrian  commercial 
neighborhoods  are  examples  of  areas  where  undergrounding  benefits 
more  than  just  the  property  owners.  Undergrounding  might  also  occur 
more  quickly  if  it  can  be  scheduled  with  other  utility  work  already 
planned  for  the  neighborhood. 

Your  property  WILL  NOT  be  reassessed  as  a  result  of  this 
"improvement,"  so  you  don't  need  to  worry  about  your  general  property 
tax  burden  increasing. 

You  are  NOT  billed  for,  and  do  NOT  pay  for,  the  costs  of 
undergrounding  until  the  project  is  completed. 

WHAT  IT  COSTS 

Before  we  hit  you  with  the  painful  part  of  the  story,  let  us  say  again: 
you  will  NOT  be  billed  for,  and  will  NOT  pay  for,  the  costs  of 
undergrounding  until  the  project  is  completed.  So,  don't  worry  about 
paying  for  something  that  won't  ultimately  benefit  you. 

The  costs  to  property  owners  associated  with  undergrounding  are 
approximately  $1,500  to  $2,500  for  standard,  30  foot  height  street 
lighting,  plus  approximately  $1,000  to  $1,500  per  single  family  dwelling 
to  rewire  home  connections  to  accept  underground  wiring.  (Please  note 
that  additional  upgrading  of  older  structures  to  current  electrical 
standards  may  be  required  in  this  process,  and  the  costs  would  be  borne 
by  the  property  owner.) 

The  cost  to  rewire  the  building  to  accept  underground  wiring 
(approximately  $1,000  to  $1,500  for  a  single  family  residence)  is  paid 
directly  by  the  property  owner  to  the  contractor  of  his/her  choice.  Each 
property  owner  is  responsible  for  arranging  for  this  work  him/herself, 
though  owners  often  coordinate  to  arrange  for  a  single  contractor  to 
perform  the  work  for  a  majority  of  the  district. 

The  costs  for  installing  the  street  lighting  ($1,500  -  $2,500  per 
property)  will  appear  on  your  property  tax  bill  as  an  assessment  after  the 
project  is  completed. 

The  project  costs  for  street  lighting  are  distributed  among  the  parcels 
in  the  district  based  on  their  "assessed  footage"  relative  to  the  total 
footage  of  the  assessment  district.  For  example,  if  the  assessment  district 
is  1 ,000  feet,  and  your  parcel  has  a  frontage  of  25  feet,  your  share  of  the 
costs  would  be  25/1,000  of  the  project  costs.  (Note:  this  calculation  is  a 
bit  more  complicated  if  you  have  a  corner  or  triangular  lot,  or  frontage  on 
two  sides  of  the  assessment  district.) 

If  the  cost  of  the  street  lighting  assessment  will  pose  a  hardship,  it  is 
possible  to  spread  out  the  payment  for  this  assessment  over  a  five-year 
period  by  filing  the  appropriate  request  and  paying  a  small  ($20)  fee.  The 
interest  rate  for  this  service  is  the  City's  cost  of  funds  (currently 
approximately  6  percent).  In  addition,  a  State  program  exists  for 
"Property  Tax  Postponement  for  Senior  Citizens,  Blind  or  Disabled 
Citizens."  This  program  allows  for  the  deferment  of  taxes  until  you 
move,  sell  your  property  or  die,  provided  that  you  meet  other  equity  and 
maximum  income  requirements.  Again,  the  interest  rate  is  low  (currently 
5  percent  simple  interest). 

WHAT  THE  NEW  LIGHTS  LOOK  LIKE 

The  new  street  lighting  system  will  be  based  on  nationally  recognized 
lighting  standards  using  standard  City  lights.  (If  you  prefer  optional  post- 


top  lights,  your  district  can  sign  a  supplemental  petition  to  have  these 
installed.  They  cost,  on  average,  an  additional  $300-500  per  25-foot 
property.)  Note  that  the  placement  of  lighting  poles  may  not  correspond  to 
the  current  placement  of  lights  on  utility  poles,  and  thus  a  new  street  light 
may  be  placed  in  front  of  your  property. 

If  you're  interested  in  seeing  what  it  looks  like  to  have  the  wires 
underground,  and  to  see  the  alternative  light  poles,  take  a  look  at  the 
following  nearby  areas: 

Areas  with  the  standard  poles: 

-  In  Glen  Park:  Chenery  between  Diamond  and  Elk, 

-  In  Diamond  Heights:  Gold  Mine,  Duncan,  Diamond  Heights 
Boulevard  and  others, 

-  In  the  Haight:  Clayton.  Waller,  Belvedere  and  others. 
Areas  with  the  alternative  post-top  pole: 

-  Ashbury  Terrace:  Ashbury  Terrace,  Piedmont.  Delmar,  Java,  Masonic, 
Upper  Terrace, 

-  Downey  Street  (between.  Waller  and  Clayton)

Many  of  the  plants  used  by  San  Francisco's  Native  Americans,  the 
Ohlones,  are  still  found  in  Glen  Canyon  Park.  Almost  all  plants  were 
used  in  some  way  by  these  early  residents. 

Among  the  plants  they  used  for  food  were  the  many  native  grasses 
whose  seeds  were  harvested  and  used  for  making  mush,  ground  for  flour 
or  eaten  much  as  we  eat  trail  mix.  The  large  pit  of  the  holly-leafed 
cherry  was  roasted  and  also  ground  for  flour  or  eaten  as  a  nut.  Berries 
from  plants  such  as  osoberry,  blackberry,  toyon,  strawberry  and  rose 
(rose  hips)  were  used  fresh  or  dried  for  later  use.  Mushrooms  were 
gathered  and  sometimes 
dried.  Brodeia  bulbs  were 
dug  up  for  food. 

In  Spring  the  tender 
shoots  of  plants  were  eaten 
fresh.  Among  those  still 
found  in  the  canyon  are 
miner's  lettuce.  California 
poppy,  soap  plant  and  the 
fiddle  heads  of  ferns.  Later 
in  the  year  as  the  leaves 
become  tougher,  they  were 
cooked.  Leaves  were  also 
used  as  a  wrapping  around 
food  being  roasted  over 
coals  or  in  a  fire  pit. 

The  fist-sized  root  of  the 
soap  plant  was  roasted 
much  like  a  potato. 
Surprisingly,  the  leaves  and 
branches  of  poison  oak 
were  used  to  cover  food 
being  cooked  in  a  pit. 
Branches  of  trees  such  as 
willow  were  used  to  make 
stirring  sticks  and  utensils 
for  handling  the  hot  stones  used  in  cooking. 

The  Ohlones  did  not  make  pottery.  Instead  of  pots  they  used  baskets 
woven  from  grasses,  bark  or  roots.  Some  of  these  baskets  were  so  finely 
woven  that  they  could  hold  water,  and  some  were  worn  as  hats.  Work 
baskets  and  fish  traps  were  often  woven  from  the  limber  branches  of 
willow  s 

Fish  could  be  caught  by  damming  up  a  stream,  forming  a  pool,  then 
throwing  in  the  chopped  up  root  of  the  soap  plant.  The  soap  plant 
stunned  the  fish,  causing  them  to  rise  to  the  surface  where  they  could 
easily  be  picked  up.  The  Ohlones  knew  that  by  cutting  back  the  willow 
tree  new  straight  branches  were  also  used  for  constructing  shelters  and 
storage  bins,  which  were  covered  with  bundles  of  grass  used  as  thatch. 
Rope  or  cord  was  made  from  plant  fibers  taken  from  the  roots,  stems  or 
leaves.  The  long  fibers  from  the  iris  leaves  were  especially  good  for 
making  cord.  The  hairy  covering  of  soap  plant  root  was  used  to  make 
brushes,  which  were  held  together  by  glue  that  was  also  made  from  the 
soap  plant. 

Plants  such  as  mushrooms  and  lichens  were  used  as  dyes.  Poison  oak 
was  used  for  a  black  dye  (it  is  a  good  one,  as  can  be  seen  by  the  black 
marks  on  the  work  clothes  I  wear  in  the  canyon!).  The  juice  of  soap 
plant  leaves  was  used  as  a  green  dye  for  tattooing. 

Many  plants  that  had  medicinal  uses  include  the  California  poppy  and 
the  inner  bark  of  the  willow.  Willow  contains  the  same  active  ingredient 
as  aspirin  and  was  used  a  pain  killer.  Teething  babies  were  given  a

willow  twig  on  which  to  chew.  Soap  plant  was  used  as  an  antiseptic,  a 
laxative,  a  cure  for  rheumatic  pains  and  cramps,  and  a  remedy  for  poison 
oak.  Of  course,  our  common  name  for  soap  plant  was  given  to  it  because 
the  crushed  root  mixed  with  water  forms  suds  which  were  used  for 
washing  and  shampooing. 

It  seems  that  there  is  a  use  for  almost  every  plant.  Unfortunately,  much 
of  this  information  has  been  lost.  Most  of  what  we  know  about  the 
Ohlones'  use  of  plants  concerns  practical  uses.  Shooting  stars  used  in  the 
dance  head  dresses  of  women  are  the  only  flowers  mentioned  that  were 
used  as  decoration,  but  there  surely  were  other  aesthetic  uses  of  the  plants. 
The  Ohlones  must  have  had  times  when  they,  too,  stopped  in  Glen  Canyon 
to  enjoy  the  beauty  of  the  plants.

-Assemblymember,  12th  District 


As  your  new  representative  in  the  California  State  Assembly,  I  have 
spent  an  exciting  and  challenging  six  months  developing  new  legislation  I 
believe  will  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  all  Californians. 

The  needs  of  children,  families  and  the  environment  remain  a  top 
priority  for  me  as  I  move  through  my  first  term  in  the  Assembly.  I'd  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  share  with  you  some  of  my  proposed  legislation 
which  successfully  moved  off  the  Assembly  floor  and  is  now  awaiting 
action  in  the  state  Senate. 

One  of  my  first  actions  as  a  state  legislator  was  to  respond  to  the 
growing  epidemic  of  red-light  running  in  the  city.  The  death  of  Curtis 
Kerry  by  a  red-light  runner,  shortly  after  the  introduction  of  my  bill  to 
raise  the  fine  for  red-light  running  from  $104  to  $270,  tragically 
highlighted  the  need  for  such  legislation. 

The  bill,  AB  1191,  would  also  allocate  half  of  each  fine  to  local 
agencies  to  assist  them  in  carrying  out  their  own  programs  for  red-light 
enforcement.  Based  on  projections,  this  would  generate  at  least  $1.5 
million  annually  for  San  Francisco  alone.  As  this  issue  of  the  Glen  Park 
News  goes  to  press,  AB  1191  is  making  its  way  through  various  Senate 
committees. 

Two  pieces  of  legislation  that  are  very  close  to  my  heart  deal  with 
legal  protections  for  seniors  living  in  nursing  homes,  and  the  creation  of 
model  programs  to  assist  relative  caregivers  in  providing  care  to  foster 
children. 

AB  1 147  would  make  it  easier  to  recover  damages  from  nursing 
homes  that  abuse  or  neglect  senior  or  dependent  adults.  Nursing  homes 
must  provide  adequate  safeguards  to  protect  residents  or  be  held 
accountable.  This  bill  was  passed  overwhelmingly  by  the  Assembly  in 
May. 

AB  1 193  would  establish  pilot  programs  in  San  Francisco  and  other 
California  counties  to  provide  community-based  family  support  services 
to  relative  caregivers.  Studies  show  that  nearly  half  of  all  children 
removed  from  their  homes  due  to  abuse  or  neglect  are  placed  with 
relatives  such  as  grandparents,  aunts  and  uncles.  These  families  often 
experience  problems  unique  from  traditional  foster  families  and  can 
benefit  greatly  from  special  assistance.  Community-based  organizations 
such  as  Edgewood  Family  Support  Center  in  San  Francisco,  which  would 
provide  our  county's  model  program,  have  had  great  success  in  helping 
such  families  and  decreasing  the  need  for  children  to  be  re-placed  in 
another  foster  care  setting. 

The  Assembly  this  year  introduced  a  package  of  legislation  aimed  at 
protecting  our  beaches  and  coastal  waters.  I'm  proud  that  my  proposed 
bill,  AB  1429,  is  part  of  that  package  of  environmental  legislation.  The  bill 
would  require  the  state  to  establish  a  comprehensive  water  quality 
monitoring  program  for  bays,  estuaries  and  near-shore  ocean  waters. 

One  final  note:  I  was  very  pleased  to  hear  that  a  process  I  became 
involved  with  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1994  has  finally 
resulted  in  a  Recreation  and  Park  Department  promise  to  protect  Glen 
Canyon  Park.  The  decision  to  prohibit  vehicles  in  the  park  and  provide  bus 
service  for  children  attending  day  camp  is  great  news  for  youngsters,  who 
will  be  able  to  enjoy  the  park's  unique  habitats.  The  decision  was  a  crucial 
one  for  the  park's  environment  and  wildlife,  which  will  no  longer  suffer 
under  the  weight  of  excessive  carbon  monoxide  fumes.  Congratulations  to 
the  many  Glen  Park  residents  who  fought  a  long  and  often  frustrating 
battle  to  preserve  this  remarkable  urban  park.

Graffiti  Busters

Graffito  n.,  pi.  -fi'ti  -  an  inscription,  slogan,  drawing,  etc.  crudely 
scratched  or  scribbled  on  a  wall  or  other  public  surface,  according  to 
Webster's  New  World  Dictionary.  This  is  what  the  Glen  Park 
Association's  Rec  and  Park  Committee  found  on  the  outside  walls  of 
the  Glen  Park  Recreation  Center  last  month. 

We  approached  the  director  of  the  Recreation  Center  (who  was 
totally  unaware  of  the  graffiti)  and  requested  they  paint  it  over.  We 
were  told  that  this  could  be  done  but  it  would  take  some  time  for  the 
paperwork.  The  decision  was  made  that  we  would  take  matters  into  our 
own  hands  and  repair  the  damage  as  soon  as  possible. 


The  following  Sunday,  at  a  meeting 
Park  committee,  Molly  Wright  and 
Richard  Craib,  along  with  volunteers 
from  the  GPA,  painted  over  the  graffiti 
with  paint  purchased  by  the  GPA. 
Several  weeks  have  gone  by  and  no 
new  graffiti  has  appeared. 

The  decision  was  made  that  as  soon 
as  any  graffiti  appears,  the  GPA  will 
take  immediate  steps  to  cover  it  up  . 
This  seems  to  be  the  most  effective 
defense  against  graffiti  and  it  is  our 
contribution  to  keeping  the  park  safe 
for  all  users  and  free  of  "graffiti 
gangsters". 

You  can  help  by  reporting  any  signs 
of  graffiti  to  the  director  of  the 
Recreation  Center  in  the  hopes  they 
will  take  action  to  cover  it  up  as  well.

Consumer  Smarts ... 

A  Guide  for  the  Perplexed 


by  Ellis  Gans 


This  column  for  the  Glen  Park  News  is  based  on  real  situations  and  offers 
suggestions  for  dealing  with  typical  consumer  problems 

Buying  a  Used  Car 

Decide  what  you  can  realistically  afford,  what  features  you  want  and  shop  around! 
Ask  friends  which  dealers  they  were  satisfied  with.  Contact  the  Better  Business  Bureau, 
(415)  243-9999,  and  ask  what  sort  of  record  the  dealer  has. 

If  you  are  a  woman,  consider  going  with  a  man.  Alas,  the  auto  industry  has  a  long 
history  of  taking  advantage  of  female  customers,  presuming  they  know  less  about  cars 
than  men.  Not  every  dealer  is  out  to  fleece  the  customer,  but  some  do;  so  be  very  wary. 
Remember,  the  salesman  (this  is  still  a  male-dominated  occupation)  is  primarily 
interested  in  his  commission;  it  is  essential  to  get  all  significant  promises  and 
guarantees  in  writing  on  the  bill  of  sale. 

When  you  find  the  car  you  want,  insist  on  taking  it  to  your  own  mechanic  or  to  the 
California  State  Automobile  Association's  Diagnostic  Center.  Do  not  rely  on  the 
salesperson's  assurances  about  its  condition.  Try  to  find  out  why  this  car  is  for  sale:  did 
the  previous  owner  merely  want  a  newer  vehicle,  or  did  the  owner  face  significant 
repair  costs? 

Ask  for  a  bumper-to-bumper  warranty,  especially  if  your  salesperson  says  what  a 
great  car  it  is.  Ask  for  60  days,  and  hold  out  for  at  least  30  days.  You  may  not  get  it,  but 
it  doesn't  hurt  to  ask. 

Start  price  negotiating  by  offering  to  pay  cash  no  trade-in,  no  financing.  This  makes 
it  much  easier  to  find  to  the  lowest  price.  If  you  need  financing,  try  your  bank  or  credit 
union  first.  If  you  have  a  trade-in,  announce  this  only  after  you  have  agreed  on  the  final 
cash  price.  Of  course,  you  should  know  the  trade-in  value  of  your  old  car.  Kelly  Blue 
Book  is  only  an  approximate  guide,  so  look  in  the  newspaper  for  comparables.  You  will 
likely  have  to  negotiate  this  price,  too. 

If  you  buy  a  vehicle  "as  is,"  remember  that  you  (not  the  seller)  are  fully  responsible 
for  all  repairs  once  you  leave  the  lot. 

There  is  no  three-day  cooling  off  period  for  auto  sales,  so  know  ahead  of  time  what 
you  can  handle  financially.  Don't  even  think  of  trying  to  get  out  of  the  deal  in  a  day  or 
two  and  expect  the  dealer  to  take  the  car  back. 

Before  you  sign,  read  the  sales  contract  thoroughly.  Make  sure  you  understand  all 
terms  and  conditions.  You  can  legally  modify  any  contract  by  adding  or  deleting  items, 
as  long  as  both  parties  initial  the  changes.  Better  yet,  have  the  sales  manager  or  other 
senior  manager  initial  any  changes.  Make  sure  all  significant  promises  and  guarantees 
are  included.  If  the  dealer  is  not  willing  to  put,  say,  a  verbal  30-day  warranty  in  writing, 
find  another  dealer  who  will.

Again,  we  sincerely 
appreciate  all  past,  present  and 
future  contributors \Nora  Dowley 
Traffic  &  Safety:  Traffic 
Signal  Survey  Results 

The  report  in  the  Spring  1997 
issue  of  the  Glen  Park  News  that 
funds  had  become  available  to 
install  a  traffic  signal  at  the 
intersection  of  Bosworth,  Elk 
and  Congo  streets  created  quite  a 
stir  among  residents.  There  were 
lively  discussions  at  both  the 
May  and  June  meetings  about  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of 
a  traffic  signal  at  this 
intersection. 

In  a  May  29  letter,  Bond  Yee, 
bureau  chief,  traffic,  at  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Parking 
and  Traffic,  requested  the 
Association's  endorsement  of  the 
signal  installation.  Letters  were 
sent  to  all  members  on  June  6, 
with  a  copy  of  Yee's  letter  and  a 
postage-paid  response  card.  The 
letter  asked  GPA  members  to 
confirm  their  support  or 
opposition  to  the  traffic  signal.  In 
addition,  residents  who  were  not 
members  of  the  GPA  were 
invited  to  participate  in  the 
survey.  The  deadline  for 
responses  was  June  20. 

The  survey  results  show  that 
approximately  60  percent  of 
Glen  Park  Association  members 
support  the  installation  of  the 


traffic  signal.  With  the  addition  of 
responses  from  non-GPA  members, 
the  support  level  grew  to 
approximately  70  percent. 

A  number  of  respondees  took  a 
moment  to  add  comments,  which 
were  passed  along  to  Yee.  Several 
comments  stressed  the  importance 
of  adjusting  the  signal  timing  for 
the  traffic  volume,  the  time  of  day, 
the  day  of  the  week,  etc.  Others 
questioned  whether  a  flashing  red 
at  all  four  corners,  a  'Walk'  button 
for  pedestrians  and  the  addition  of 
a  flashing  yellow  on  upper 
Bosworth  might  be  sufficient. 

There  were  conflicting  opinions 
as  to  whether  the  addition  of  a 
traffic  signal  would  increase  or 
decrease  the  speed  of  cars  traveling 
east  (downhill  ).  Many  of  those 
opposed  to  the  signal  agreed  that 
this  intersection  has  right-of-way 
problems,  but  they  were  unclear 
about  whether  a  traffic  signal  is  the 
solution.  Concerns  expressed  about 
the  difficulty  for  drivers  with 
manual  transmissions.  One 
individual  wondered  if  a  signal 
would  cause  traffic  to  shift  off  Elk 
and  onto  Diamond  or  Chenery. 

Construction  of  the  traffic 
signal  is  now  scheduled  for  bid  in 
July  1997.  As  plans  become 
available  and  construction  begins, 
it  will  be  reported  in  the  Glen  Park 
News  and  at  the  monthly  GPA 
general  membership  meeting. L/mA/

NERT:  Is  Alive  and  Well  in  Glen 
Park  The  Neighborhood  Emergency 
Response  Team  (NERT)  training 
program  is  over  6,500  members 
strong,  as  residents  of  Glen  Park 
have  boosted  the  ranks  with  the 
successful  completion  of  a  recent 
training.
